This is a decision on the ''Petition for Revival Of An 
Application For Patent Abandoned Unintentionally Under 37 CFR 
1.137(b)'' filed November 7, 2005. 

The petition under § 1.137(b) is GRANTED . 

The above-identified application became abandoned for failure to 
file a timely and proper response to the non-final Office action 
mailed January 14, 2005.
